REMARKS 

In the Final Office Action of June 4, 2004, and Advisory Action of August 20, 
2004, claims 27 and 28 stand rejected. Claims 29 and 30 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected claim, and claims 1-8, 10-15 and 21-26 are allowed. Although 
the Applicant disagrees with the reasons set forth by the Examiner in the Advisory Action 
of August 20, 2004, in rejecting claims 27 and 28, the attached Amendment is submitted 
to obtain patent protection on allowed claims at the earliest possible date. As such, 
independent claim 27 has been amended to include the limitations of dependent claims 28 
and 29, as the Examiner indicated would be allowable in Paragraph 3 of the Office Action 
dated June 4, 2004.
